of unite in one View the Glory of God 
with the Intereſt of Mankind, and 
make the Cauſe of Religion the Cauſe of 
Humanity is the peculiar Characteriſtic of 
the ron Religion 


He who taught its boly Doctrines illuf- 
trated alſo its benignant Influence; and by his 
amiable Conduct realized his own Declara- 
tlon of © Peace on Earth and good rvill to 
Aſen.“ 
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Thro' all the Scenes of his public Mi- 
niſtry he laid the greateſt Streſs on this be- 
nevolent and God-like Principle; and what 
his Precepts recommended his Actions con- 
firmed. He © came not to be miniſtered unto 
but to miniſter ;”*—* not to deſtroy Men's Lives 
but to ſave them:” and with this great Ob- 
Jet in View e went about doing good.” — 
In a litteral, as well as a ſpiritual and more 
exalted Senſe, © he was Eyes to the blind, 
Feet was he to the lame; and the Bleſſings of 
them that were ready to periſh came upon 


Him.“ 


His miraculous works were under the di- 
rection of the ſame benevolent Spirit, as his 
general Conduct and the common Series of 
his Actions. They diſcover'd his Goodneſs 
as much as his Power; and as forcibly in- 
culcated the Leſſon of Charity to Man as 


as they evidenced his Miſſion from God. 


His Diſciples and Apoſtles who immedi- 
ately ſucceeded him, as they preached the 
ſame Doctrine, ſo they illuſtrated it by a 
ſtimilar 
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fimilar Mode of Behaviour. —They carried 
the Spirit of their divine Mafter with them, 
and endcavoured to inſpire the Breaſts of all 
who profeſſed his Religion with its exalted 
Principles. Like him, they made Love the 
Teſt of their Religion; and forbad Men to 
hope for Mercy from God whilſt they felt 


no Compaſſion for their fellow- creatures. 


We have a few Inſtances on ſacred Re- 
cord of judicial* Miracles performed by the 
Apoſtles; but they bear no Proportion to thoſe 
which were immediately wrought to relieve 
Diſtreſs—ta remove Diſeaſe and Pain and 
make the Heart of Miſery to fing for Joy. 


The Circumſtance which is recorded in my 
Text, will remind us of fimilar Examples 
of divine Power and Goodneſs, which occur 
both in the old Teſtament and in the new. 


It will particularly bring to our Remem- 
brance the Interpoſition of Providence, in

Eliſha.* It will remind us alſo, of the 
pucceſs that attended the Prayer of Saint 
Peter when he recalled the Spirit of Dorcas, 
and & having aſſembled the Saints and Widows” 
who had been deploring her Death, “ pre- 
ſented her alive. Above all it will remind 
us of the Power of that Almighty Saviour 
by whom theſe Miracles were wrought; and 
c oho hath the Keys of Death and of the in- 
viſible World.” It will place him before our 
Eyes, when he ſtood at the Grave of La- 
Zarus and commanded * him that was dead 


10 come forth;{” and oe'r the pale and life- 


leſs Corpſe of the Daughter of ' Jairus— ſaid, 


* Maid ariſe! And her Spirit came agarn and 


ſhe aroſe firaightway.||” 


The Goſpel was originally eſtabliſhed by 
the Diſplays of miraculous Power; but when 
it was once confirmed by ſupernatural Means, 


its Preſervation and future Succeſs depended

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on hnmbler Inſtruments; and the common 
Methods of divine Grace. We are to exert 
the Abilities which Heaven hath given us 
in the Way that the Goſpel directs; and 
improve thoſe Advantages which as Chriſti- 
ans we enjoy, under the Influence of thoſe 
Hopes and Motives which Chriſtianity alone 
can inſpire. 


Such Means as theſe tho' leſs ſplendid 
and aſtoniſhing than the Miracles which were 
wrought at the firſt Preaching of the Goſ- 
pel, are of more general Uſe and of a 
more permanent Duration. They are ever 
in our Power, and when properly applied 
and induſtriouſly performed will always in 
ſome Degree be ſucceſsful, 


For altho' his miraculous Aid hath been 
long ſuſpended; yet the common Influences 
of the holy Spirit will never be withdrawn. 
We cannot indeed fay to the ſick Man 
i be thou healed ”—nor to the lame“ take 
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ap thy Bed and Walk.” — But we can admi- 
niſter Help to the diſcaſed; we can viſit 
the ſick and take the stranger in; we can 
ſoften the Pillow where Infirmity reclines 
its languid Head; and if Pains and Diſor- 
ders depart not at our Command—if we 
cannot re-animate the cold and lifeleſs Body 
by falling on it, as St, Paul did on Euty- 
chus and recal Life by embracing it and 
praying over it with the efficacious Faith 
of an Apoſtle, yet we may apply thoſe 
Relicfs that fall within the Sphere of hu- 
man skill, and thus make the common 
Offices of Humanity ſupply the Place of 
a miraculous Power. 


* The Poor (fays Chriſt) ye have always 


With you.” They will ever preſent us with 


Opportunities for the exerciſe of our Com- 


paſſion. We ſhall never want Objects to 
dilate the Stream of ſympathetic Tenderneſs; 
and tho we cannot be pleaſed with the Oc- 


cafions of Diſtreſs, - yet we cannot but be 
gratified with our own Exertions to relieve . 


them; 
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and be doubly gratified when our Succeſs 
is equal to our Wiſhes, and “ our Labour 
hath not been in vain.” |

Thus the Cauſe of the Goſpel is the 
Cauſe of Humanity; and in the beautiful 
Language of the Prophet, it © makes the 
Deſart rejoice and bloſſom as a Roſe;” ſo that 
by its gentle and falutary Influence,“ inſtead 
of the Thorn comes up the Fir-Tree, and inflead 
of the Briar the Myrtle.“ 


Chriſtianity is the brighteſt Ornament and 
the ſureſt Support of Society whether on a 
large or more contracted Scale :—whether it 
reſpects a Nation or a ſmaller Communi- 
ty.—According to its Influence ſo are the 
Diſpoſitions of Mankind ſweetened and hu- 
manized; and in Proportion as its Spirit is 
diffuſed, ſo are Men fitted for Actions that 
ennoble their Nature and benefit their Spe- 
ties 
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Amidft the Complaints that are daily made 
of national Depravity, (and wou'd to God 


there were no Reaſon for ſuch Complaints!) 
it is ſome Conſolation to the benevolent 


Mind to reflect that Humanity hath ſtill a 


powerful advocate among us; and deaf as 
we are to the Calls of Grace,---our Ears are 
not ſhut againſt the Cries of Diſtreſs ;---our 
Hearts are not hardened againſt the Solicita- 
tions of Pity, -

For a Proof of this, I appeal, not only 
to Charity, as it is exerciſed in daily Acts 
of Kindneſs and Compaſſion towards Indivi- 
duals in the narrower Circles of private Life, 
but to the more public Diſplays of it in 
thoſe Inſtitutions which are formed on the 
moſt liberal and enlarged Scale, and which 
Taiſe this Nation and eſpecially this Metro- 
polis to a moſt diſtinguiſhed Pre-eminence, 
above all the Nations and Cities of the 


.Wor Id. 
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6 There are however no human Inſtitufiony 
Formed on ſo perfect a Plan, but the prying 
Eye of Envy and ul-nature, will diſcern 
ſo ne Blemith for Cenſure or ſome Defect 
for Cavil. Thoſe who are not diſpoſed to 
aſſiſt them by their Bounty, will be always 
ready to make them the Subjects of illibe- 
ral Animadverſion. 


The ſpecious Objections however which 
have been urged againſt many of our pub- 
lic Charities, cannot, be applied in any View 
to the Inſtitution for which I am now folicit- 
ing your Support: an Inſtitution which the moſt 
rigid Advocates for Purity, Induſtry and Econo- 
my, cannot attack on any of thoſe Grounds 
where Avarice hath too ſucceſsfully oppoſed 
many other benevolent Plans and ſtopped 
the Current of Charity, under the Pretence 
of Religion and Morality. 


But here its Mouth muſt be cloſed ;--- 
for tho' it may with to depreciate what it 


refuſes

refuſes to befriend, yet it can find no Ground 


on which it may even throw the Shadow of 


an Objection. 


An Inſtitution of fo beneficial a Tendency 
boaſts a Claim to public Patronage; and 
well deſerves to be extended far heyond that 
contracted Sphere, to which moſt Inſtitutions 
calculated for the Happineſs of Mankind are 
unfortunately limited. It is therefore the 
ardent Wiſh of the humane Society, as well 
as the Object of this annual Commemora- 
tion of its Eſtabliſhment, to ſee it accumu- 
lating Support through every Part of the 
Kingdom ;—to ſee the Spirit of it univer- 
ſally diffuſed and its ſalutary Effects univer- 
fally experienced. 


Had its Plan been leſs liberal and impar- 
tial, it would have been ſo far defective in 
the eſſential Purpoſes of Chriſtian Philan- 
thropy; and conſequently leſs entitled to the 
Denomination by which it is diſtinguiſhed; 

and 
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and leſs deſerving the Patronage by which 
it is ſupported. As it is conſtituted on the 
largeſt Bafis of common Humanity, it car- 
ries its own Teſtimony along with it; and 
needs no labour'd Arguments to prove its 
Excellence, nor any artificial Eloquence to 
recommend its Defign.---It ſpeaks to the 
Heart.---It ſpeaks at once to the Feelings 
of every human Being---for who is not ex- 
poſed to thoſe Accidents to which its Re- 
lief is applied ?---Who may not need thoſe 
inſtant Helps which it is defigned to call 
forward in the Moment of extreme Danger ?--- 


But (every ſelfiſh Conſideration apart) 
who would not rejoice to be the Inftrument 
of renewing the almoſt extinguiſhed Flame 
of Life, and giving freſh Motion to the 
Heart which had ceaſed to beat?---Who 
would not rejoice, to be the Means of 
bringing back from the Gates of Death, the 
Man who perhaps, was unprepared to paſs 
thro* them?---Who would not number it a- 

mong; 
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mong the happieſt Events of his Liſe td 
be inſtrumental in reſtoring to the diſrteſl- 
ed Wife----and her mourning Children 
the Huſband--- and the Parent---whoſe Life 
trembled on the utmoſt Verge of Diſſolution; 
and which would have taken its Flight for 
ever unleſs it had been ſnatched in the In- 
ſtant when Recovery was poſſible, but which 
the ſlighteſt Delay would have put beyond. 
the Power of Reftoration !---How grateful 
to the benevolent Heart to hear the fond 
Parent with Tears of mingled Joy and Aſ- 
toniſhment exclaim--- This my Son was dead 
and is alive agaiu---was loſt---and is found” I- 
Eſpecially when it reflects that it had a 
Share in thoſe happy Means by which fo 
important an End was effected: that it 
not only ſeonded them by its good wiſhes 
but ſupported them by the more active Ex- 
ertions of its Liberality !---- 


Permit me to renew the Solicitations of 
Humanity for an Inſtitution that hath deſer- 
vedly

vedly adopted that Title.---The Plan of it 
is too well known to need any particular 
Explanation ; and its benevolent Purpoſe hath 
ſo good an Advocate in your own Boſoms, 
that it cannot be enforced more ſtrongly, by 
any Novelty of Argument or any captiva- 
ting Methods of Addreſs, 


A thouſand tender and intereſting Reflec- 
tions, muſt naturally ariſe in our Minds when 
we turn our Eyes towards THOSE “* who ap- 
pear at this Solemnity as the ſignal Monu- 
ments of divine Mercy, and the living Teſ- 
timonies of that excellent Inſtitution, which 
the Humane Society have ſo nobly exerted 
themſelves to ſupport 


Their Preſence at this time, and on this 
Occaſion ſpeaks a Language which the 
Tongue would,in vain attempt to emulate.--The 
Picture beſore us forms of itſelf an Argument 
which at once carries Conviction to the 
Mind, and Evidence to the Senſes: a com-

pleat (and if I may ſo ſpeak) a viſible and 


embodied Argument, which can receive no 
additional Force from the moſt accurate 
Reaſoning or the moſt poliſh'd Eloquence; 
and which is open to no Cavil and liable 
to no Impoſition, 


But what Language is equal to a Deſ- 
eription of thoſe tender Emotions that muſt 
be awaken'din the Heart particularly the Heart 
that knows the tender Struggles of parental 
Affection, and all thoſe fond Solicitudes which 
none but a Parent can feel---when thoſe 
lovely Innocents ſnatched from an early Grave, 
appear before us to bear their artleſs T cſ- 
timony to the Cauſe we are pleading, and 
Join their feeble Voices with thoſe of ma» 
turer Age, to offer their Tribute of Praiſe to God 
and Thanks to you, who ſupport the Inſti- 
tution to which they owe their Preſervation} 
and while we recommend them in the de- 
vout Wiſhes of our Souls to the Grace and 
Protection of our ©& heavenly Father, wwho is 

Ao 
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not willing that one of theſe little ones ſhould periſh,” 
let us indulge the pleaſing Hope that they will 
live to repay the Mercy they have received, 
by their future Uſefulneſs in thoſe Stations in 
which Providence may place them. —'This will 
be the beſt Recompence they can make to 
God ;—the beſt Satisfaction they can afford this 
Society; and the beſt Proof they can give the 
World that they have not been ſaved in vain. . 


Innumerable are the Facts which confirm our 
Arguments in Behalf of this Inſtitution— Proofs, 
indeed, preſs on vs from various Quarters and 
all bring additional Support to the Cauſe I am 
pleading. 

I need not enumerate particular Facts. They 


ſtand recorded in the Reports of the Society. 


But I cannot omit a Circumſtance that hath 
been communicated to me by one“ whoſe Skill 
and Benevolence have largely contributed to 
the ſucceſs of this Eſtabliſhment,

C accoma 
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accompanied with a great fall of Snow, -was 
affected with the intenſe Cold as to be deprived 
of all Senſation. When he was brought on 
Shore, all Signs of Life were vaniſh'd, and 
he appeared beyond the Power of Recovery ; ſo 
that after ſome time when a Medical Aſſiſtant * 
of the Inſtitution attended, “ he never (as he 
expreſſes it) beheld ſtronger Marks of Death in 
a Countenance,—he found the Body breathleſs 
and without Pulſation.“ 


His humane and perſevering Applications 
however produced ſome Symtoms of returning 
Life; and the Youth was at length perfectly 
reſtored, to bleſs that Providence which had 
ſent a Meſſenger of Mercy to reſcue him from 
the Priſon of Death - and to reſtore him to his 
afflicted Friends.

frequently deemed hopeleſs ; eſpecially thoſe which ariſe from 
a ſudden Stagnation of all motion or a general Torpor of the 


Frame whether from Cold or from Lightning,

I congratulate You who have eſcaped from 
the King of Terrors at the Moment when 
perhaps, the ill-judging and precipitate, ,or 
thoſe wham your melancholy Fate had over- 
whelmed with Grief and Diſtraction, had 
pronounced you his Victims And his Vic- 
tims you would indeed, ſhortly have been, 
if ſome friendly Hand (like the Hand of the 
Angel that arreſted the Patriarch's Sword and 
ſaved the Life that trembled in awful Suſ- 
pence) had not ſnatched you from the cold 
Arms of Death that were cloſing faſt on your 
breathleſs and inſenſible Bodies, and by its 
vigorous and ſkilful Exertions given freſh Mo- 
tion to the crimſon Current that was frozen in 
your Veins and would ſoon have been ſtopped 
to flow no more for ever! 
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But © the Wheel” tho' ſtopped, was not 
«© broken at the Ciſtern.” The Pulſe of Na- 
ture beats anew ! It tinges the Cheek where the 
cold Hand of Death had impreſſed the Mark 


of its own pale Image, and o'er the beamleſs 
Eye had drawn its fable Curtain, 


Tho' © caſt down you were not deſtroyed.” 
Tho? brought to the awful Gate that opens 
on the dark and gloomy Valley of Death— 
yea, tho' encompaſſed with its Shades, yet 
He in whole “ Hands your Breath is and whoſe 
are all your Mays, reſtored your Souls, and once 


more led you in green Paſtures beſide the ſlill 
Waters,” 


Let the Senſe of divine Goodneſs awaken all 
the Springs of Gratitude within your Bo- 
ſoms; and while pious Remembrance dwells 
with trembling Joy on thoſe Scenes where 
Life and Death ſtruggled with each other, 
and a gracious Providence cloſed the dubious 
Conteſt in your Behalf, let mingled Admira- 
tion and Love adopt the Language of the

And if Gratitude warms your Hearts and 
Praiſe dwelleth on your Tongues, what remains 
but that you manifeſt your Sincerity by your 
virtuous and holy Conduct in Life?

this which adorns the Goſpel of our Lord 


Jeſus Chriſt; and it is this that beſt quali-

IN reflecting upon the nature and defign of the Hu- 

mane Society, one cannot but recal to mind, with a 
kind of pious retroſpection, the wonderful example of 
our Saviour, in raiſing multitudes from the dead, and 
going about to fave life, and promote Religion 


This divine example, the Society has laudably imi- 
tated, and its endeavours have been bleſſed with ſucceſs. 
The huſband has been reſtored to the diſconſolate wife, 
the father to the helpleſs child ; and aboye all, many 


an unhappy victim of intemperance and deſpair has re- 
vived to ſentiments of virtue and piety. 


* The religious book given to thoſe reſtored by the Society is, 
The Great Importance of a Religious Life.” To which are ſub- 


joined, ſome ſuitable Prayers by the Rev. Dr. M ILNE, Rev. Mr. 
RISON, and the late Rev. Dr. JEFFRIES, &c. | 
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In moſt of the Inſtitutions in this metropolis, founded 
by the benevolence and humanity of its inhabitants, the 
principal object has been tlie relief of preſent miſery ; but 
the attention of the Humane Society has been extended 
beyond the grave.

It is not then to be 
wondered at, that the abſurd and pernicious cuſtom of 
laying out the bodies of perſons ſuppoſed to be dead, as 
ſoon as reſpiration ceaſes, ſhould have occaſioned the pre- 
mature diſſolution of great numbers of the human race. 
For it is a melancholy fact. corroborated by daily obſer- 
vation, that on the appearance of death, the fick chamber 
is deſerted by friends and relatives; the apparently dead, 
though often living body, is conſigned to the care of thoſe 
who are leaſt anxious for the return of life; and the con- 
ſequence is, that the bed-cloths are immediately remov- 
ed, the body expoſed to the ſurrounding air, and the vital
